Anxious air officers waited tor a 
break in the bad weather so they 
could loose their warplanes for a t­ 
tack* on the Invaders 
General MacArthur # communique 
made no mention of the trap. This 
news of the setback for the first 
American infantry to go into action 
came from advanced headquarters 
in South Korea 
(■ ath erin e T hreat 
Headquarters said uihy that the 
Northerners drove the "defenders” 
on to high ground north of o>an. 
But U S troops previously were 
located there Osan Is ll mile* south­ 
east of Suwon, which In turn it 23 
miles south of fallen Seoul.

gathering 
threat 
of 
Communist 
forces east of Suwon, apparently 
designed to lop off this whole sector 
of the front. That would open the 
way for a drive on Taejon, military 
cen'er 73 miles south of Bu won.

more troops and arms across the 
Han just south of Seoul despite re­ 
peated air strike* on the rail hues 
stretching north of the city 
Reinforcements How In 
A constant stream of U 8. rein­ 
forcements was flowing into South 
Korea from Japan by air and sea, 
the communique reported. 
The setback on the Suwon front 
came alter the Communist tanks 
apparently had been turned back by 
the fire of U, S. artillery. 
The first report came from As­ 
sociated Pres* Correspondent O. H. 
P King at advanced headquarter* 
Later a spokesman there confirmed 
it by saving there still was hope the 
American* could make a fighting 
withdrawal. 
Report* of the surprisingly quick 
Red maneuver came nut long after 
the American commander in Korea, 
Ma J, Gen 
William F 
Dean, had 
gone to the front to try to learn 
detail* of the tank-artiliery duel. 
In that engagement, two tank# were 
reported knocked out and the other 
six retreated.
